A CARELESS FEMAFK, 


Jah at Salvationists Helped to Defeat 
Labor Lawyer O'Donoghue. 


It does not pay for politicians, to 
speak carelessly, and it certainly be- 
hooves the man seeking the popular 
franchise to treat the Salvation Army 
with respect. Mr. J. G, O'Donoghue, 
She barrister who ran for South To- 
tuutlo on the Labor ticket with the 
Libera! organization at his back, says 
that he made this discovery when he 
went down to defeat before Mr. A. 
Claude Macdonell, M.P., at the last 
Federal elections. Two or three years 
ago one or two so-called socialists, 
who were merely malcontents with 
no formulated economic views of any 
kind, got into trouble with the police 
by insisting on addressing public 
meetings at street corners and refua- 
ing to move on when rvdely inter- 
rupted by the men in uniform, They 
were arrested and were defended by 
Mr. O'Donoghue, who is counsel for 
most labor sympathizers when they 
get into trouble. In the Police Court, 
in combatting the allegation that 
these orators were a public nuisance 
to those doing business in the vicin- 
ity of their meetings, he remarked 
that they were no more of a nuisance 
than the Salvation Army with its out- 
door services, or words to that effect 
The remark was made off hand with 
no desire to offend the religious con- 
victions of anyone, but with a view 
to helping his clients.

“What David 
did” refers to the time of His rejee- 
tion and persecution by Saul (I Sam. , 
xxi, 6). Jesus here is not so much

King—henece the reference to David 
Jesus continually referred them to

their own Scriptures: 
read in the Seriptures?” 
16, 42). 

Note that the Lord Jesus had full 
confidence in the authority of Scrip. 
ture, the law, the prophets and the 
Psalms (Luke xxiv, 27, 44). These 
Pharisees professed to believe the 
Scriptures also, yet they fulfilled them 
in condemning Him. On one ocea- 
sion Jesus asked not only ‘What is 
written in the law?’ but ‘How read- 
est thou?” (Luke x, 26.) We do well 
to consider whether we receive the 
Scriptures as they are in truth the 
word of God which effectually work- 
eth in them that believe (1 Thess. ii, 
3). If we are wholly subject to Ged 
and to His word Jesus will not only 
be our Saviour, but our Lord, whom 
we will delight to obey, not in order 
that He may have merey upon us, 
but because He has had merey on us 
and we have learned something of 
the meaning of verse 7. 

Even in the synagogue where the 
law, the prophets and = the Psalms 
were read every Sabbath they sought 
to accuse Him who had given them 
these Seriptures and who had 
given to each of them life and breath 
and all things, yet He patiently bore 
with them and reasoned with them 
He reminded them that they woull 
not hesitate to save the life of a 
sheep, even on a Sabbath day, and 
asking, “How much then is a man 
better than a sheep?’ He asserted, 
“Tt is lawful to do well on the Sab- 
beth days.” Commanding the man 
with the withered hand to “rise un 
and stand in the midst’’ He also 
commanded him to streteh forth his 
hand, whieh he did, and it was re- 
storel whole as the other (Luke vi, &1, 
1). Then were they filled wth mad 
ness and went out and held a coune'l 
evainst Him, how they might destroy 
Him. Thus they prrepare to seal His 
doom, as they think, but thev are in 
reality sealing their own ond fulfilling 
the Scriptures, which said, “They ra 


warded Me evil for good.” “They 
hated me without a cause.’ “They 
that sit in the gate speak against 


Me.” “Many bulls have compassed 
Me—strong bulls of Bashan have be- 
set me rovnd” (Ps, xxxv 12; Ixix, 4, 
12; xxii, 19). 

The time had not come for them to 
carry out their murderous thoughts, | 
so Jesus simply withdrew from them 
and continued to heal the multitudes 
who followed Him—many who had 
plagues pressing upon Him to touch 
Him and unclean spirits falling down 
before Him and erving. “Thou art 
the Son of Gol” (Mark ii, 7, 12).) 
Our lesson chapter says that He heal. 
ed them all, but charged them that 
they should not make Him known 
(15, 16), this also that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled as it is written in 
Isa. xlii, 1, 4.

LIVE BABY FOR BAIT. 


Bakutus of the Congo Have Success 
fully Resisted White Man. 


fT» bait spring guns and man traps 
with live babies seems to be a regular 


device with the simple Congo forest 
tribes, who know that the white man 
cannot | r to hear an infant cry. 


This peculiarity was discussed recent- 
ly before the Royal Geographical So- 


ciety in I on by Mr. E. Torday, 
who with r. Hilton Simpson and 
Mr. Norm Hardy, made an expedi- 
tion between October, 1907, and Sep- 
tember, 1909, to investigate the na- 
tive tribes i Kasai basin, in the 
centre of the Belgian Congo 

The Bakutu, said he, were almost 


the only tribe of this region who had 
been successiul up to the present in 


resisting the advance of the white 
man. This was due to their skill in 
forest warfare. The way leading to 
their village was defended by poisoned 
spikes hidden by leaves 

They used bows and arrows set like 
traps in the form of primitive spring 
guns, and they ased the baby bait be- 


cause they knew the European would 
be unable to resist the temptation to 


pick up an apparently abandoned 
child. The noison they used was abso- 
lutely deadly 

When Mr. Torday, efter the expedi- 


tion had been saved from death by a 


toy elephant, tried an old-fashioned 
conjuring trick, and so got the tribe 
to volunteer to carry their loads to 
the next village in safety, he threat- 
ened to set fire to the river, and, as 
a beginning, lit up a little spare whis- 
key. This convinced the natives that 
the white men were able to destroy 
anything, and they were naturally 


very keen to get rid of the magician. 
The clockwork elephant came into 
play through a difficulty in respect of 
currency.

Mr. Tom Browne, the well-known 
artist in black and white, died in 
London recently, at the eariy age of 


thirty-eight 


Mr. Browne will always be rereem- 
bered a the creator of the twa 
tramps, Weary Willie and Tired Tim, 


and as the originawr of the boom in 


Dutch pictures 


lw teacher taught Tom Browne 
how to draw The instinet was there, 
and he fourd his models in the men 
and women of everyday life. He was 
only eleven when he started out to 
*work in Nottingham lace market, and 
it was about that time he sold his 


first picture 

The drawing represented an old 
Nottingham public-house and its very 
stout landlord, with a bibulous-look- 
ing policeman saying, ‘Time, gentle. 


men, please.’’ The delighted proprie- 
tor gave the young artist five shillings 
for it, and hung it in his tap-room. 


When he wus seventeen the young 


artist turned his footsteps towards 
London, where harde work soon took 
him into a foremost place 

Joyousness was the keynote of all 
Mr. Browne’s work, and, indeed, of 
his whole lif He had a fund of 
merry anecdotes, and whether the 
points were ageinst himself or any- 
body else, he loved to relate them. 

Mr. Browne once took a tour from 


Paris to Gibralter on a bicycle. He 


was accompanied by a friend, but as 
neither of them spoke Spanish the 
popular artist was obliged to make 
us* of his pencil on all occasions 
Only once did he utterly fail. Want- 
ing to take some soup, he drew an 
elaborate large sketch of a soup 
tureen. The mistress of the hotel 
looked at it long and gravely, spread 
out her arms as if to convey the idea 


of size. and hurried away, leaving the 
two Englishmen considerably puzzled. 
Presently she returned with beaming 
smiles, holding the sketch in one 
hand and the biggest pail in the vil- 


lage in the other 

Once Mr. Browne was introduced to 
a city magnate, who suid “Glad to 
make your uacquaintanee, Mr. Tom 
Browne, You are a public benefac- 
tor, sir, Many a merry Christmas 
my family have had with your crack- 
ers."’ Tom Browne regarded this as 
his best story. He never tired of teil- 
ing it.

Browne once told an interview- 


er, “IT remember in my early s an 
adventure had with a negro as a 
model. I say ‘we,’ because there were 
several of us, and we had our studio 
in a room over a stable We could 
not afford a servant to attend to our

“One day we met a negro, and al- 
most fought with each other for the 
possession of the prize, for here was

SEED BED 


With good seed, proper seed bed 
and soil adapted to the growing ot 
alfalfa, the farmer ought to be sure 
of a splendid stand. This statement 
may be a little strong, particularly 
in view of the fact that sometimes 
farmers do experience a difficulty in 
getting the crop started. This may 
be especially true of those who have 
never grown alfalfa. For this reason 
the farmer must not be disappointed 
if his first crop is not as successful 
as anticipated. For on new farm- 
ing land it not infrequently requires 
one or more ‘tries,’’ before success 
crowns the effort 

However, the crop is such a valu- 
able one that a farmer should go to 
any lengths to secure a successful 
stand 

The question has frequently been 


asked if it is advisable to sew on 
new breaking. To this we would 
say, “as a rule, No.” We have 


seen sections of the country where 
alfalfa would **catch” on almost any 
ground. In fact, we have seen a 
good stand secured, when the seed 
was scattered on the raw sod; but 
this is the exception rather than the 
rule, and the safest plan is to sow 
on ground trom which a crop or two 
of grain has been taken. — By crop- 
ping for a year or two, an opportun- 
ity is given tor the levelling up of 
the ground, so that irrigation is 
made much easier and more efficient. 

The seed bed should be in fine 
tilth. One that is too open and 
loose is not desirable, neither should 


it be hard or lumpy. As the alfalfa 
seed is small, the particles of 
need to be fine and me'low, so th t 
the moist earth may 
seed completely and 


eartl 


surround the | 
snugly. It 
this way germination is much more 
rapid and sure. We should be as | 
careful as possible that the seed 
bed is a clean piece of ground, so 
that the young alfalfa plants are not 
smothered’ out by rapidly growing 
oul weeds.

Spring Wheat—The average for the 
whole province was 18.97 per acre, as 
against 18.41 of 1908, and 18.25 of 1907, 
‘The averages of some previous years, 
when the total acreage was mucin 
smaller, were higher, yet the good re- 
sult of 1909 brings the average of the 
last twelve years up from 20.19 to 
20.62. The total yield obtained was 
53 per cent. over that of 1908. 

The total acreage and yield of the 
spring variety were practically three 
times as great as those of winter 
wheat notwithstanding the enviable 
reputation which tne latter has made 
for itself. 

Winter wheat—Although a consider. 
ably increased acreage over the pre- 
vious year Was seeded to winter wheat 
yet winter killing  foreed so many 
farmers to plow up their fields that 
the acreage was reduced below that 
of the previous year by 2,759 acres, 
A great deal of that left standing in 
the spring was thin so that although 
usually farmers reaped returns of 50 
to 60 bushels per acre, yet the average 
yield in almost every district was less 
than in 1908 and for the whole pro- 
vince it stands at 22.63 bushels as 
against 29.47 of the previous year, 

The general high quality of this 
grain has attracted attention on the 
British market where “Alberta Red,” 
as. the winter wheat is officially 
ealled, has won a name for itself on 


account of its superior blending 
qualities. Each year as the condi. 
tions surrounding its — suecessful 


growth are better understood it may 
confidently be expected that better re. 
sults will be obtained. The State of 
Kansas, from which ‘Alberta Red” 
came, unter the name of ‘Turkey’ or 
“Turkie Red,” finds the grain has im- 
proved so much in Suuny Alberta 
that large shipments have been made 
for seed purposes to that state, 

Oats—As stated above, late seeding 
led many farmers to sow fields to oats 
that under more favorable conditions 
would’ have been seeded to spring 
wheat. The very fine weather, of 
August and September allowed time 
for all crops to ripen perfectly, In 
consequence an immense crop of near- 
ly 25,000,000 bushels of finest quality 
was secured, This is 55 per cent 
greater than the previous vear and 
168 per cent more than in 1907, 

Barley—Althongh in 1908 this grain 
showed the largest increase in acreage 
over the previous year that it had 
ever made, yet we find that 28 per 
cent more land still was devoted to it 
in 1909 than in that year. The total 
yield is 41 per cent greater than in 
1908 and the average of 30.72 bushels 
is the highest made since 1901,

London.—Mr. Augustine Birrell, | 
chief secretary for Irelanu, addressing 
a meeting in London recently, virtu-

| override the House of Lords, if that 
‘chamber rejected the veto resolutions, 
by declaring that he knew of no othr

The government may now proceed

‘mons having, by majorities averag- 
ing 85, sanctioned the various budg:t 
‘resolutions and passed the first read- 
ling of the finance bill, which will 
carry the budget resolutions into ef- 
fect. There is now no further pros- 
pect of the budget being defeated. 

The liquor interests ire raising a 
great outcry against the greatly in- 
creased burdens placed upon the li- 
cense houses. Many big breweries, 
owning numerous public ‘ious, wiil 
be so severely affected by the increa-- 
‘ed license duties ag to be faced with 
the possible inability to pay interest 
upon their ordinary shares. Former.

licensed house, but under Mr. Lloyd. 
George's budget this will be increased 
it) many cases to $5000. An addition- 
al difficulty is presented through 
those securing licenses having to pay 
twice within a few months, both for 
last and for the current year. 


Statistics on Food Prices of Canada 
Ottawa.—The April number of the 
Labor Gazette contains further re- 
sults of the enquiry which is being 
considered by the labor department 
into prices and the cost of living. 

The figures given this month deal 
with wholesale prices of dairy pro- 
ducts and fish. They show that dairy 
producets were at their lowest in 
196-7 and highest in 1908 when the 
general level was 36.3 per cent. above 
the average for 1898-9, 

Prices in 1909 were slightly lower 
than in 1908, though eggs were con- 
siderably higher, being 71.5 per cent. 
above the average for the last decade, 

Since 1897 the price of eggs has ad. 
vanced approximately 122 per ent. 
In the case of dairy products gener- 
ally prices have advanced 46.6 per 
cent. since 1897. In fish there has 
been a similar rise of price, the aver- 
age being 34 per cent. higher in 1909, 
than in the decade 1890-1899. The 
lowest year shown is 189 sinee when 
prices have advanced 40.8 per cent. 


Oats and Wheat Growing Fast 

Calgary.—Oats three inches high 
and spring wheat four inches high. 
this is the record held by the Pine 
Creck district, according to Immigra- 
tion Officer Winn. 


Mr. Winn has. been out in this dis- 
trict and has reported that at the 
farm of a man named Edwards in 


West Pine Creek, he saw a field of 
spring wheat which was three inches 
above the ground and still growing 
fast. The oats were on the farm of 
Albert Ecklesloy in the same district, 
and were in as good shape as the 
whent. 

Mr. Winn also renorts that although 
the fall wheat is somewhat behind, it

London.—The sudden boom in Jap- 
anese immigration inve England is 
developing a feeling of racial hostil- 
ity, particularly in London, which is 
beginning seriously to alarm British 
In view of the existence 
of the Anglo-Japanese treaty, which 
tie masses of HMnglishmen regard 
with bitter disapproval, but) wuich 
furnishes the Japanese with an ex- 
cuse for demanding treatment as 
equals and allies, the situation is 
very difficult. 

The Orientals are coming to Eng- 
land in connection with the Anglo- 
Japanese exhibition to be held in 
London during the summer. The 
worst of it ix that, although already 
very numerous, their representation 
will be enormously larger as the sea- 
son progresses. Altogether it is ex- 
pected that severel hundred — thou- 
sand will visit the country before tine 
exhibition is,over, and when they be- 
gin literally to swarm in the streets 
there are prospects of friction which 
may result in some ‘unpleasant dip- 
lomatie incident>.”’ 

Unlike the Chinese, whose govern- 
ment decreed recently that “no diplo- 
matie deputy shall be allowed to con- 
tract marriage with a foreign wife,” 
the Japanese, claiming equality in 
everything with the west, incline vory 
strongly to matrimoniel alliances ou’- 
side ‘vir own country.

‘regarded as partners. 

Fathers and mothers shall be joint 
guardians of their children. Al! uni- 
versities or institutions deriving rev- 
enue from the state shall be open to 
women, 

Finally, brutal husbands are to be 
liable to heavier punishment than 
under the present laws.

Washington, D, C.—The expedition 
planned jointly by the Peary Arctic 
Club, of New York, and the National 
Geographical Society for the discov- 
ery of the South Pole has been aband- 
oned for this year at least.

| _ IN CHINA

‘MURDER AND PILLAGE IS RIFE 
AND CHRISTIANS FLEEING

‘Anger of the Chinese Over the Rice 
Corner has Turned to Violent Hat- 
red of Aii Christians and the Mobs 
Have Get Beyond Control—Be- 
heading cof Ringleaders Has Had 
No Deterrent Effect. 


Hankow.—Thirteen ringleaders of 
the antforeign mobs were beheaded 
(at Ghang-Sha by tne commander-in- 
chief of the troops sent tnere to queil 
jthe uprising. ‘ihs drastic action, 
however, aceording to advices receiv. 
ed here has served inerely to inflame 
the mobs further. Chang Sha is ter- 
ror stricken, and the intlamed coun- 
try districts of Hunan province are 
|reported to be beyond all control. 

The situation of many missionaries 
/cut off from escape is desperate. 

Hatred of the foreigners in Hunan 
has broken out with virulence 
‘equalled only to that manifested in 
|the boxer uprising. The disorders 
lave turned completely from anger 
}over the corner in rice engineered by 
officials, and a wave of hatred for ail 
Christians has swept the entire prov- 
ince, until the revolt has become a 
“holy war.” 
| Further reports of pillage and mur- 
|der have reached here, in spite of 
}eutting of the telegraph by the mobs. 
Refugees and native Christians are 
jabandoning their homes and follow- 
jing the missionaries, some of whom 
reached here recently. While it is be- 
lieved that the presence of 3,000 
troops in Chang Sha, and the fact 
that gunboats in Siang river have their 
guns trained on the town, will pre- 
vent a repetition of the most serious 

lisorders, in which the city was part- 
ly burned, the simation in outlying 
districts is beyond control. 

Hunan (meaning south of the lake) 
is an inland provinee of China, 
hounded on the east by the mountains 
of Kiang-si, on the south and south- 
west by the Nan-shan mountains, 
{Which separate it from the provinces 
of Kwang-si, on the west by Kwei- 


chow and Sze-chven, and on the north 
by Hu-peh. The area is about 83,000 
square miles. It is made up of the 


besins of four rivers, whieh discharge 
into the Tung-tng lake and through 
it into the Yang-tsce. The chief of 
these rivers are Siang, which rises in 
the Nan-hing and flows north, — re- 
ceiving many trbutary waters in its 
)course; the Tsze, and the Yuen, which 
bas its origin in the southwest of 
Kwei-chow, the latter furnishing the 
shortest and most satisfactory route 
to Kwei-echow, Yun-nan, and Burma, 
being navigable by native boats as far 
as Chen-yuan-fuo on the Kwei-chow 


frontier. The general slope of the 
province jis toward the Jake. Hills 
attaining in some places the 


height of mountains are found in 
‘the south, southeast, and along the 
Kwei-chow berder on the west. The 
soil is fertile and in many parts two 
crops a year are produced, The chicf 
ogricultural protucts are tea, rice, 
hemp and tobacco. 

Hunan is one of the principal tea 
producing regions of China, and im- 
mense quantities ure shipped every 
‘year to foreign countries from Han- 
kow, The coarser vaiicties are pre- 
pared in briek form and sent overland 
via Henkow to Siberia and Russia 
Both bituminous and anthracite coal 
is found amt mined. The anthracite 
is of good quality and is exported, 
‘ron, copper and tin are also found. 
The populetion of Hunon is estimated 
at about 2,200,000, A railway across it 
‘from Hankow to Canton was under 
construction in 1906 by the Chinese 
government, The capital is Chang. 
{she-fu. It is situated on the Hsiang 
river, and is a large depot for timber 
poles, and a place of considerable 
trade. Here is a famous college, Yo- 
lo. The population of Cheag-sha-fu 
is about 300,000,
